KILLS SIX OF 
KIN, SUICIDES 


Young: Crazed Mother Shoots 
Family and Then Drinks 
Poison, Sunday. 


Pittsburgh, Dec. 24 (AP).—Seven 
members of a family were found 
dead Sunday in what police de­ 
scribed as a case of murder and 
suicide by a distraught 
mother 
whose Yuletide grief over the re­ 
cent death of a son drove her to 
slay a sister in Dunkirk. New York, 
and then come here to complete the 
annihilation of the family. 
Amid the modest Christmas dec­ 
orations in the suburban home of 
Walter Dempsey, the crazed mother, 
Mrs. Kathryn Schoch, 37, turned a 
revolver on the sleeping forms of 
six members of the family, killing 
five and seriously wounding another. 
Falls By Brother's Bed 
Mrs. Schoch, a sister of Dempsey, 
then drank poison and fell dead at 
the foot of her brother’s bed. 
A few hours later police at Dun­ 
kirk, which is 260 miles north of 
Pittsburgh, broke into the apart­ 
ment of Mrs. Ruth Dempsey Hughes, 
a sister of Mrs. Schoch, and found 
her shot to death. The two sisters 
had lived together and Mrs. Schoch 
came here last Friday for what the 
family considered a holiday visit. 
Baby Shot In Crib 
In addition to Mrs. Schoch and 
Mrs. Hughes, the dead are: 
Walter Dempsey, 42, a welfare 
worker. 
Robert Dempsey, 12, a son. 
Thomas Dempsey, 8, a son. 
Walter Dempsey, Jr., IO, who died 
several hours later of his wounds. 
David Dempsey, 15-month-old in­ 
fant son, who was shot while sleep­ 
ing In his crib at his parents’ bed­ 
side. 
Mrs. Clara Dempsey, wife of Wal­ 
ter, was shot in the head but is ex­ 
pected to recover.

lives with a revolver police said she

Stricter Rules on Advertise­ 
ments of Liquors Expect­ 
ed To Be Made. 


B y H E R B E R T P L U M M E R 
Washington—On the eve of the 
first anniversary of repeal rumors in 
the capital had It that the federal 
alcohol control administration might 
spring a surprise. 
It was expected to take the form 
of more 
drastic 
regulations for 
j liquor advertising. Proposed changes 
were discussed at a hearing before 
the FACA here and promulgation of 
new regulations was expected short­ 
ly- 
Liquor advertising of every sort 
may be affected by the new regula­ 
tions. 
Advertising that hints at a 
curative or food value for beverages 
is reported to be FACA's special tar­ 
get. 
Insiders say that the purpose of 
the new- regulations will be primar­ 
ily to clarify existing regulations. 
The only mandatory requirement 
at present on liquor advertisers is 
that they give their name and ad­ 
dress. 
There are, however, several 
conditional requirements. 


brand or lot of liquor must state the 
class and, if distilled spirits or wine, 
the type. 
Statement of price in­ 
volves statement of net contents 
and, if distilled spirits, the alcoholic 
content. 
Statement of age means compli­ 
ance with the labeling regulations in 
that respect. 
There are restrictions on boasting 
the medicinal, curative or therapeu­ 
tic qualities of one’s own products 
as well as disparaging that of a 
competitor. 
There must be nothing that mis­ 
leads the public into thinking a do­ 
mestic product is 
imported, 
that 
misrepresents the place of origin, or 
that leads to confusion 
when the 
advertisement refers to more than 
one brand or lot.*
